Washington, Sept. 3.—The abstract of 
the case of the United States before the 
Alaskan boundary tribunal, documents 
covering the American presMîntatlon of 
the case, comprise three volumns, a total 
of 1,100 pages. In addition there are also 
two volumns of maps. The largest vol- 
umn of the text contains the original 
statement by the American commissioners 
while one of the smaller volumns presents 
the American counter case in rejoinder 
to the British case, and ohtre arguments 
of American commissioners. In the first 
volumn the question at Issue, namely, 
what is Intended to be a point of com- 
mencemeut of tlie line of demarkation be­ 
tween t^e United States and Canada, 
what is Portland canal, wliat course the 
line should take to the entrance of that 
channel, to what point the 86th parrallel 
line* should be drawn from the head of 
Portland canal and other familiar ques­ 
tions are discussod. 
Also an extensive 
disucssiori as to the extent of the strip of 
territory along the coast on the mainland 
that Russia conxeyed to the United States 
by the treaty of 1S67. The United States 
contests that the intention of the powers 
which signed the treaty of 1S25.confirm 
in full sovereignty to Russia the continu­ 
ous strip alog the continental shores of 
the northwest coast of America, extending 
from the Portland canal to the 141st me­ 
ridian, longitude west, Greenwich, and 
that such strip was to be ten marine 
leagues measured from the heads of all 
gulfs and inlets unless there was within 
that distance a range of mountain.«. The 
contention is further made there Is no 
such mountain range. 
It Is also urged 
the United States occupied this strip of 
territory ever since acquisition from Rus­ 
sia and that Russit controlled it since the 
treaty of 1825. until ceded to the United 
States In 18fi7. 


In the counter the American commission 
crs make rejoinder to a point covered in 
presentation of the British side of the case 
whch appears to contain twenty or more 
documents hitherto not ziven public. Ad­ 
ditional evidence referred to bears upon 
negotiations which took place between 
Great Britain and Russia during the years 
1823 to 1825, and it is contended this new 
evidence in no way alters any material 
contention made in the original allegations 
but on the contraly confirms and strength­ 
ens the position of the United States. In 
support of the American contention the 
strip should measure from tide water and 
from the heads of bays and inlets, a num­ 
ber of depositions are produced in connec­ 
tion with the counter case, showing oc­ 
cupation of this strip by settlers of the 
United States since 1888^ Discussing the 
boundary proposed by Great Britain he 
commission mokes reference to the insta­ 
bility of the Canadian contention on this 
point and concluded thé United States 
has maintained but one Interprelation of 
the treaty since Its position has been 
open and known to the world. It is the 
same which was presented the tribunal In 
Its case and which is now ratera ted In 
this countér case.

Constantinople, Sept, 3.—On the anniver­ 
sary of accession Tuesday the sultan re- 
ccivetl in audience at the palace tho heads 
ct religious communities and the ocumon- 
4cal patriarch mad£ a speech of congratu­ 
lations. In reply thereto, after tliunking 
the patriarch and others present for good 
wishes, the sultan, contrary to precedent, 
spoke at some length. In his speech the 
sultan declared all his desire was for the 
welfare of the population without distinc­ 
tion of race or religion. And referring to 
the revolutionary movement now on foot 
in his dominions he .said he was convinced 
the movement did not proceed spontans- 
ously from the population, but was Insti­ 
gator from abroad.

diers without prepayment of cost of trans­ 
portation.

In all probability, the plans as now fixed 
will roaterialiise. 
All the officers o f the 
m alitiii— a t least, such an overw helm ing 
m ajority as to m ake the to tal practically 
unanim ous—are In favor of the project. 
The private soldiers of course approve of 
the idea to a m an, or ra th e r will ap­ 
prove of it when it becomes known to 
them , and as the com m ander-ih-chief is 
the originator of the program .no oppo­ 
sition is likely to develop from a source 
th a t win be a t all effective in changing 
the plans as arranged. 
, E ver since he attended the dedicatory 
exercises a t the exposition grounds ac­ 
com panied by a regim entof th e Illinois 
infantrym en, G overnor Y ates has been de­ 
veloping his idea to take the entire m ili­ 
tary arm y of the governm ent w ith him 
to the St. Louis w orld’s fair. 
I t is be­ 
lieved th a t the display of her m illitary 
strength would do more to a ttra c t the 
attention of fair visitors to Illinois than 
any other one thing th a t m ight tak e place 
a t th e exposition. The invitation to take 
the troops there h as been extended by 
the officials of the exposition, and unless 
undeniable protest should arise from the 
people of the state, who will have to 
bear the expense, the troops w ill go there. 


According to th e plans as outlined, the 
trip to St. LoUfs is to tak e the place of 
the annual encam pm ent of the Illinois 
national guard next year. 
I t is figured 
th a t the cost of tm n sp o rtatin g the entire 
troops will be little, if any more than to 
bring them to Springfield for the annual 
to u r of duty. 
W hile the length of haul 
for m ost of the com m ands would be con­ 
siderably farth er than from their home 
stations to Springfield, it is expected th a t 
exceptionally low railroads will prevail 
while the exposition is on and th a t con­ 
tracts could be m ade w ith the railroads 
to convey the npialitiamen to St. Louis 
and back a t about \h e sam e figure ordi­ 
narily fixed for the trip to and from 
Springfield. 


In th e m a tte r of subsistance, as in 
transportation, it is figured th a t the cost 
for q uartering men a t St. Louis will be 
no g reater than a t home. 
Bids for con­ 
tracts for furnishing the various sup^ 
plies desired would be advertised for, the 
sam e as in form er years, and the con­ 
tracts would specifiy delivery of the goods 
to the exposition grounds instead of a t 
Camp Lincoln, 
In fact the principal ad­ 
ditional cost would be in tran sp o rtatin g 
the tents, blankets and other equipm ent 
from the sta te arsenal a t Springfield to 
St. Louis and back again, and even this 
cost would not reach a very high figure. 


The principal objection to the trip con­ 
tem plated, it is expected, w ill come from 
those who believe the soldier’s week of 
dùty should consist of hard work. 
The 
purpose of the annual encam pm ent is lOf 
course to in stru ct the m ilitiam en in the 
various branches of a m ilitary education 
—advance drills, rifle practice and other 
work th a t cannot be attem pted a t the 
home station w here only one com pany 
or troop usually is stationed. 
A t St. 
L^uis it is apparent the men would get 
little of this. T here would be the routine 
of cam p life, w ith the drill work abolished 
possibly a daily parade of one or another 
of the regim ents, and th a t would prob­ 
ably be the lim it of the m ilitary require­ 
ments. 


U nquestionably, the m obilization of the 
Illinoi.s national guard would m ake an im 
pressive .<;ight. even am ong the varied 
wonders of the big exposition. 
A t the 
present tim e the m ilitary of the state 
Include.s eight regiçnents of infantry, in­ 
cluding one regim ent of colored troopsr 
one regim ent of cavalry, an artillery b at­ 
talion, an engineer com pany and a sig­ 
nal corps. 
In all the com m and num bers 
a total of approxim ately 8,000 men. Only 
once since- the close .of the civil w ar h as 
this m any arm ed and equlped men been 
cam ped on Illinois soil, and th a t w as when 
the troops were mobilized a t Springfield 
a t the outbreak of the Spanish-A m erican 
war. 


One certain thing is th a t there will .be 
no regim ental 
encam pm ent 
a t 
Cam p 
Lincoln next year. If som e unforseen cir­ 
cum stance should arise to prevent the ex­ 
cursion to the L uisiana P urchase expo­ 
sition the encam pm ent here will be by 
brigades. ‘G overnor Yatç^s h as m ade a 
num ber of changes am ong the brigadier 
generals of the m alitia w ithin th e last 
few m onths and now he is anxious to give 
his generals an opportunity r to perform . 
A lthough the space a t Cam p Lincoln is 
lim ited and is.n o t suflFiclent to m ^ t. alt 
the requirem ents of a brigade com mand, 
the soldiers will be brought here an d giv­ 
en the b est instructions possible under 
exi$ting conditions.

Charles Becker, known to detectives 
the world over as the king of forgers 
and to* criminals as “the Dutchman,*’ 
walked out of San Quentin (Cal.) state 
prison tho other day, says a San Fran­ 
cisco letter to the Detroit NewsrTrlb- 
une, after serving a seven year sen­ 
tence for the forgery of a $22,000 
check on the Crocker-Woolworth Na­ 
tional bank .of San Francisco, which 
was cashed at the Nevada bank. His 
term was reduced to four and a half 
years by ills good conduct. 


Becker has been a model prisoner 
and has never betrayed the wild beast 
that Is under his calm exterior except 
at times when lie has talked of James 
Cregan, his pal, who squealed. 
He 
has^ aroused himself while in prison by 
drawing designs for entertainment pro­ 
grammes and other ornamental work, 
which shows plainly that his hand has 
lost none of its ciinning/ 


There was a report a few months ago 
that tho American Bankers’ associa­ 
tion would pension Becker liberally 
when he came out of San Quentin, 
but James U. Branch, secretaary of the 
association, denied this, as he said the 
association depended upon its detec­ 
tives to protect Its members and not 
upon subsidizing criminals. 


The crime for which Becker has just 
paid by four and a half yeaus in San 
Quentin was the raising of a check 
from $12 to $22,000. Frank S. Seaver, 
alias A. K. Dean, was the crook who 
planned the job. 


He came out here from Chicago In 
December, 1895, and with him were 
Becker, James Cregan of Now York 
and Joe McCusker. 


Dean had about $2,500. He c^ned 
an office in this city, deposited most of 
his money in the Nevada bank, drew 
■mall checks, made new deposits and 
in a skillful way becameiknown to the 
Dank ofiQcers. 


Then he went to WoodJand, near the 
state capital, and bought*a twelve dol­ 
lar draft from the Bank of Woodland 
drawn on the Crocker-Woolwoa'th bank 
of Snn Francisco, and it was turned 
over by Cregan to Becker, who in five 
days altered the date and raised tho 
amount »from $12 to $22,000. 


On Dee. 17 Dean deposited!this draft 
at the Nevada bank to his <credit and 
on the following day drew a check 
against It for $22,000 and received the 
entire amount in cash. 


The forgery was only discovered at 
the end of tha moUth, when the Crock- 
er-Woolworth bank sent itp monthly 
account to the Woodland bank. By 
that time the spoil had been divided 
among the four men, and they had 
scattered. 


Dean and McCusker were soon 
caught In Minneapolis, and ^Becker and 
Cregan were arrested In San Francisco. 
The latter were «released, as no charge 
could be made against tJhem. They 
were preparing to go to Gualiemala, 
when Dean, who had made a vain ap­ 
peal to Becker and Cregan for more 
money to hire a lawyer, confessed to 
Captain of^ Detectives Lees-of this idty. 


Thereupon Becker and.-Cregan were 
arrested in Newark,. N. J., and wero 
taken to San Francisco for'trial. Mc­ 
Cusker was acquitted, as nothing could 
be proved against him. Dean turned 
state's evidence, and Becker and Cre- 
gan on tho first trial were cooFicted of 
forgery and sentenced to life ^erms. 


On tho second trial the Jnry disa­ 
greed, and on the third Cregan» “squeal­ 
ed” and was allowed to go free. Beck­ 
er saw that the game was up and 
pleaded guilty, with the stipulation 
that he was not to get more «than seven 
yeflj»’;-imprisonment The court kept 
faith with him. 


'Becker is proud-pf h|s^ skill as a 
dráftsmán, but it 
o n ly ^ accldent 
that made him a forger. Hto. was bom 
in Germany and« came to New York 
with his parents when he was ten. 
That was In 1857. 


He developed so much, skill at school 
with pen and pencil that he was ap­ 
prenticed to an engraver. He^soon de- 
veloped great skill, but-the criminal 
was lu him, for he was in love with a 
girl, and he forged a daeck to buy her 
Itn engagement ring. 


His father was able to square this, 
ai^ because of his youth he escapé 
p i^ n . But his sweetheart deserted 
him, his sister, whom be lov«d, died, 
and he consortBd : with'a% Sang of des* 
perate criminals. His first exploit was 
111,1872, whei^ with fJfl« filUott he.sa^o- 
ceeded :in xobbing the Third NattonaV 
bióik of Baltlinore of $130,000. 
. Becker fled-to France, where he «met 
the very girl for whom he forged a 
check to biiy a ring. She had maxried
